1. Terminal requirements needed for the planned implemen- 
tation of the Materiel Resource System were set forth in the 
reference. This projection presupposed that the Office of 
Logistics (OL) would be required to centralize its data processing 
operations; that is, limit terminal clusters to the Ames Building 
Data Access Center and the Central Depot. The availability of 
"clean” terminals which need not be housed in a shielded area has 
caused OL to modify its planning objectives. We now plan to 
decentralize data processing functions which will result in the 
disbursion of terminals to functional elements. The terminal 
distribution plan is set forth in the attachment. Note that the 
overall terminal requirements have not changed. 

2. OL assumes that the Office of Joint Computer Support has 
funded for the acquisition of the several terminals still to be 
delivered.
